Offigial Report of the Battle of Gettys- 
,--~Gen. Meade’s detailed report of the battle 
0 tysburg, dated Ist of October, has been offi- 
cially promulgated. He gives as the reason for 
the delay in making it, the failtire till then of re- 
ceiving the reports of several corps and division 
commanders, who .weré severely wounded in the 
battle, and says, that the result of the campaign 
may be briefly stated in the defeat of the enemy ut 
Gettysburg—his compu evacuation of Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, and withdrawal from the 
pper Valley of the Shenandoah, and in the cap- 
ture of 3 guiis, 41 standards, and 13,621 prisoners. 
Besides this 24,978 small arms were collected on 
the battle-fleld. Our own losses were very severe, 
amounting, as will be seen by the accompan ing 
return, to 2,831 killed, and 13,700 wounded, 
6,613 missing—in all 23,186. He adds his tribute 
to the heroic bravery of the whole army—officers 
and men.

trades, mechanics, and laborers, are on an exten- 
sive and universal strike for higher wages, and 
fears are expressed by the N. Y. papers, that riots 
will be bred therefrom, The strikers inclfide all 
manner of persons and both sexes—mechanics, 
railroad employes, long-shore men, clerks, police- 
men, shirt, skirt, and tent makers, men, women, 
girls, and little boys. In fact everybody seems to 
be on a strike, not even excepting Meade, Grant, 
aad Burnside, who are striking vigorous blows at 
the heart of Jeff.
